FOK HOMELESS 
BOYS. 
It is a wise saying, says thb New York 
Tribune, that to reform a man we should 
besin with his grandmother, Bat in the 
case of the present generation it unfor­ 
tunately cannot be practically applied. 
Once the subject is in the world and well 
on the road to manhood,reformatory in­ 
fluences must be directed upon himself, 
and the earlier in life the better. 
There 
is probably no more effective form of 
work in behalf of morals than that which 
aims to keep y outh out of evil ways. 
The criminal is evolved from the corner 
lcafer, the loafer from the street boy, 
and the street boy conus of the poverty 
or neglect that sends children of tender 
years away from home influences into 
the public haunts of men. It is better to 
begin reformation at the younger end; 
to save the boy than to punish the crim­ 
inal. 
A practical method of doing this work 
is now being organized by the committee 
for christian workers in the 
United 
States and Canada. 
The plan is to open 
rooms in all cities and large towns, slock 
them with reading matter, appliances for 
games, etc., and invite in the boys who 
now have no evening resort but the 
street or wcree. Each room will be open 
every evening and will be under the 
charge of a superintendent, who will 
devote his time during the day to visit­ 
ing the boy s’ homes, looking after the 
boys who get into the police courts, and 
extending a helping band to them when­ 
ever opportunity i fftrs. The rooms will 
thus beet me places of healthful and in­ 
structive resort, and centers of home in­ 
fluence to those «ho have no hcmep, or 
none worthy of the name. 
This system bas been put in practice 
during the past year in the state of Con­ 
necticut, with results altogether encour­ 
aging. 
The few rooms opened there 
have been regularly visited, every even­ 
ing, by about three thousard boys, rang 
leg from eight to seventeen years cf age. 
Most of these lads have no other fit place 
in which to spend their evenings, and 
without these roc ms would have remaint d 
on the streets, training in vice and crime 
Ab it is, the/ visit the room with eager 
interest, and their habits, tastes and 
speech 
show 
that 
elevating influ­ 
ences 
are 
at 
work 
upon them. 
Doubtless 
the 
great 
majority 
of 
them are being- better fitted for the. 
citizenship of manhood, and many are 
being saved from way s of crime and the 
punishment thereof. The expenses of 
opening these rooms is not great—about 
a hundred dollars eecb; and the cost of 
maintaining them is cagily met by the 
oontributions lot local benevolence. A 
hundred dollars so expended in any com­ 
munity, or needy district of a city, would 
be a noble benefaction to hundreds of 
homeless lads, a gift that would not only 
cheer the present but secure and ennoble 
the future of their lives. 


This is what Mr. Darwin once said 
ab >ut some critics of foreign missions: 
“They forget, or will not remember, that 
human sacrifice and the power of an 
idolatrous priesthood; 
a 
system of 
profiligaoy unparalled in any other part 
of the world; infanticide, a consequence 
of that system; bloody wars, where the 
conquerors spared neither womtn nor 
children—that all these 
things have 
been abolished, and that dishonesty, in - 
temperance and hoensciousness have 
been greatly reduced by the introduction 
of christianity. In a voyager to forget 
th °se things is a bsse ingratitudee; for 
should he chance to be at the point of 
shipwreck on some unknown ouast, he 
will most devoutly pray that the lesson 
of the missionary may have extended 
thus far."

M adison, Jan. 24th.—The Milwaukee 
delegation flooded the assembly with 
bills this morning, fully twenty bills 
were introduced relating to the munici­ 
pal affairs of that city, the most import­ 
ant being: — 
To authorized the commoD council cf 
Milwaukee to levy a tax of $50,UGO to 
defray the expenses of the coming Na­ 
tional Qrand Army Encampment. 
To authorize the insurance of bonds 
not to exceed $1,250,000 for the erection 
of a new city hall. 
To bond the city for the purpose of 
lighting the city with eleotriot light. 
And for the erection of school houses. 
A bill was introduced for an appro­ 
priation of $200 to each county agricul­ 
tural society aud industrial society whiob 
has not in previous years received special 
appropriation. 
Also, a bill providing that union sold­ 
iers, sailors and marines shall be pre­ 
ferred in employing persons on public 
works in the slate, cities and iowns. 
The Ashland county division bill was 
presented and the aew territory is desig­ 
nated as the county cf Mills. 
The assembly, under a suspension of 
the rules, passed the resolution provid­ 
ing for a constitutional amendment re­ 
lating to succession to chief justiceship 
of tbe supreme court. 
A large number of petitions were again 
presented in both houses, asking for more 
stringent laws against bouses of ill fame. 
In the senate a bill was introduced 
providing for more severe penalty for 
crimes against chastity, and one in rela­ 
tion to meetings for tbe transaction ct 
secular business on Sunday. 
A bill was presented and referred, fix­ 
ing February 12th as the last date for in­ 
troducing new business. 
Both houses adjourned. 


W a s h in g to n , Jan. 21.—Representative 
James N. Burlies of Missouri was stricken 
with paralysis Wednesday afternoon at tho 
capitol. 
The 
first 
symptom of tho ap­ 
proaching attack was 
experienced when Mr. 
Butter worth, in the 
House, 
called Mr. 
Burlies’ attention to a 
passage of the sundry 
civil bill then under 
consideration. 
M r . 
Burlies remarked that, 
his tongue appeared! 
to be affected so that 
he had great difficulty 
in 
speaking. 
No­ 
ticing that his face 
appeared to be some- ja m e s n. b u r k e s . 
what drawn on the left side Mr. Butter- 
worth assisted Mr. Burlies into the fresh 
air. 
Mr. Burlies in a short time felt better 
and lay down upon a sofa. 
He soon began 
to breathe iii a labored manner and to lose 
consciousness. 
Messrs. Gallinger, Atkinson, and Shaw, 
who are physicians as well as Representa­ 
tives, were hastily summoned from the 
hall, and a messenger was also sent for Dr. 
Sowers, who has been attending Burner 
during the winter. 
The physicians labored 
with their patient for an hour or more and 
then had him removed to his hotel. 
Mr. Burnes’ condition grew worse rapid­ 
ly at night, and about midnight he died. 
His son, D. B. Burnes, was at his bedside. 
Another son, who Is at St. Joseph, Mo., 
has been summoned. 
Mrs. Burnes, un in­ 
valid, is at her Missouri home. 
James Nelson Burnes of St. Joseph, Mo., 
was born in Indiana, Aug. 22,1832; was 
taken to Platte county, Missouri, in 1837; 
received a higli-school education; studied 
law, graduating at tho Harvard law school, 
class of 1853; practiced law actively for 
twenty years; was circuit attorney in 1850; 
was Presidential elector in 1850, voting for 
Buchanan and Breckinridge; was judge of 
the Common Pleas Court from 1808 to 
J872; wras elected to the Forty-eighth and 
Forty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected 
to the Fiftieth Congress as a Democrat.

bill for the relief of the State National 
bank of New Orleans, formerly the Louisi­ 
ana State bank, which it is said acted as 
fiscal agent for the Confederacy in the pur­ 
chase of cotton, the cotton being seized and 
sold by the Federal government. 
Tile bill was opposed by Senators Platt 
and Edmunds and was advocated by Mr.

The bill as amended was 
passed—yeas 32, nays 20—and on motion 
of Mr. Hoar a committee of conference was 
ordered. 
Mr. Frye asked unanimous consent that 
the special order (tile Pacific railroad fund­ 
ing bill) should be given the precedence 
over other special orders. 
Agreed to. Mr. 
Frye said a vote would be taken on the bill 
this week. 
The bill was then taken up and 
laid aside as unfinished business. 
Mr. Chandler gave notice that he would, 
not later than Friday of this week, ask tho 
Senate to take action on Ins resolution pro­ 
posing an investigation of the election in 
Louisiana last April. 
Mr. Gibson said that he would not op­ 
pose the investigation if it was asked in a 
memorial from the Legislature of Louisiana 
or any citizens, but he would object to it if 
it were to be merely at the request of tho 
Senator from New Hampshire. 
Mr. Chandler remarked that all the Re­ 
publicans of Louisiana were ready for it 
except the two colored men who had l>een 
run out of the State yesterday for under­ 
taking to organize Knights of Labor. 
The district of Columbia appropriation 
bill was then takeu up but not disposed of.

Astonishing testimony rn proof of cor­ 
ruption in the office of Colonel Freret 
tbe enpervieirg architect of the treasury, 
was given before Senators Morrill and 
Stanford, of tbe senate committee on 
public buildings. It was first shown that 
the operation of the civil service law had 
been defeated by

In each instance this arrangement was 
carried out. 
They did bid, their bids 
wale promptly accepted, and they shared 
the pro fits as agreed. The senators should 
drive their probe in further. The ab 
et cfs is probably more deeply eeated 
than it looks to be. 


Tbe innate capacity of tbe democratic 
party for blundering wes lever better 
illustrated than in tbe Omnibus terri­ 
torial bill just passed by tbe house. It 
would be difficult to conceive of a meas 
nre more obviously dishonest, or one 
which mere flagrantly disregarded all the 
essential facts of the situation. South 
Dakota and Montana are coupled to­ 
gether as the two states worthy of prompt 
admission, while 
north 
Dakota and 
Washington are left with New Mezico in 
their present position. The latter may 
bold conventions and frame constitutions 
which they could do of their own accord, 
bat they cannot enter the union until 
congress passes special acts admitting 
them ; This arrangement, judged by the 
facte, seems utterly senseless, bnt an in­ 
quiry into its political bearing shows 
that there is a method in tim madness 
though only from tbe democratic point 
ct view.

Probably the most costly set of books in 
this city, says a Philadelphia paper, is a 
twenty-nine-volume edition of 
Motley’s 
“ Rise of the Dutch Republic” owned by 
Clarence IL Clark, the banker. 
These 
volumes are said to have cost their owner 
$50,000. 
Originally tho set consisted of 
nine handsomely printed volumes, which 
have been extended by the insertion of 
some 2,500 portraits, engravings, auto­ 
graphs, and maps, making tho present 
elaborate and t o:A,y work. 
Tho illustra­ 
tions were inserted in appropriate places 
opposite the text, so that the scenes of the 
battles and persons figuring in them could 
be l etter represented and appreciated than 
by tho typo alone. 
Tho set is not quite 
filled with illustrations, however, and Mr. 
Clark is still diligently seeking after more 
material.

represented by portraits ^en­ 
graved by experts of great reputation. The 
sot contains valuable autographs, remark­ 
able scenes of battles and sieges, of mar­ 
riage and funeral possessions, of declara­ 
tions of peace and of victories, and the il­ 
lustrations from a wonderful gallery of con­ 
temporaneous pictures bearing upon and 
confirming Motley's masterly narrative of 
the great men and events of successive gen­ 
erations of Dutch heroes.

possesses in his library about 5,000 vol­ 
umes, a rare collection of old and new 
books and manuscripts, and representing in 
their selection the judgment and taste of a 
true bibliophile. 
Among his rare treasures are twenty-five 
volumes of Dibdin’s biographical works, 
Gramont’s “•Memoirs of Hamilton” in four 
volumes, alarge fol;o edition of the Nurem- 
burg Chronicle, and an Aristotle, printed 
iii 1542, with its original binding of stamped 
ellum and metal clasps.

An immigrant brought 
in energy, thought, some money, moral 
make-up, manhood; but we were having 
thrown upon our shores every hour men 
who represented nothing npon God’s earth 
except an appetite, a stomach, and an ali­ 
mentary canal. 
[Laughter and applause.] 
Mr. Crain of Texas twitted Mr. Butter­ 
worth of posing as a friend of the labor­ 
ing man in the last campaign and 'oppos­ 
ing him now. 
Mr. Farquhar of New York offered an 
amendment 
that none of 
the money 
appropriated shall be used in the repair of 
the steam presses, and Mr. White of New 
York an amendment fixing the royalty at 
$1 a thousand impressions. 
Pending a vote on any amendment ’ the 
committee rose and the House adjourn­ 
ed.

P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., Jan. 24.—Past As­ 
sistant Surgeon W. G. G. Wilson was this 
morning fonnd dead in his bed on the re 
ceiving ship St. Louis, at tho League Island 
navy yard. 
On tho dressing-case there was 
a bottle labeled chloral. He was not known 
to have been in the habit of taking the 
drug, and whether he took it to quiet his 
nerves or with suicidal intent is not clear. 
He had only been at League island three 
weeks, having been transferred from Mare 
island navy yard, California. 
Ho was 37 
}*ears of age. 
Last evening he procured a 
bottle of chloral containing 250 grains from 
the ship’s store-room, and when discovered 
this morning tho vial contained about 
eighty-fivo grains of the drug. 


A N o ted F re n c h P a in te r G one. 
P a r is, Jan. 24.—Alexandro Cabane!, 
tho French painter, is dead. 
M. Cabane I was famous for his portraits 
chiefly, but also for his treatment of re­ 
ligious subjects. 
Ho was born at Mont­ 
pellier in 1823, and scored his first success 
as an artist by a painting entitled “ Christ’s 
Agony in tho Garden,” which was exhibited 
in the salon of 1844. 
In 1841 ho took tho 
second prize for painting. 
He took 
second prize in 1852, a first in 1855, and 
the medal of honor in 1865. 
He was an 
officer of the Legion of Honor, a member 
of the Academy of Fine Arts, and in 1863 
was made professor in the school of Fine 
Arts.

I n d ia n a p o l is, Ind., Jan. 
24.—In the 
House Mr. W illard of Dubois revived the 
quarrel over tho Lieutenant-Governorship 
question by introducing a resolution re­ 
quiring tho Auditor of State to apjiear be­ 
fore tjio ways and means committee and 
state whether he hdd ever paid out any 
money to Lieut.-Gov. Robertson, and if so 
out of what funds it was taken, 
and by 
what authority ho paid it. 
Messrs. Brownlee of G rant aud Adams 
of Morgan, the leaders of tho Republican 
side of the House, made bitter speechers in 
opposition to the resolution, declaring that 
it was introduced for the purpose of irri­ 
tating old sores. 
They stated that tho 
Auditor of State had paid money to Lieut. - 
Gov. Robertson, and that it was paid out 
of tho same fund from which all preceding 
lieutenant governors had been paid. 
Mr. 
Adams said that the Democrats, not content 
with robbing Mr. Robertson of his seat, 
now proposed to rob his pocket-book. 
The 
resolution was passed by a party vote. 
Its 
passage means that tho 
amount 
paid 
Robertson will bo stricken from the general 
appropriation bill to open tho way for get 
tion the question of whether or not Robert­ 
son was really Lieutenant-Governor before 
the courts. 
Mr. W illard introduced a bill 
making twenty-five years a life-sentence in 
the State prisons and reformatories. 
A t the afternoon session of the Senate 
tho judiciary committee reported favor­ 
ably Senator Traylor’s W hite-Cap bill, 
making it a “riotous conspiracy’’ for any 
persons to band together or wear masks 
and commit trespass or depredations of 
any kind against persons or property. 
The punishment is fixed at from three to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 
The bill will 
pass the Senate to-morrow and bo imme­ 
diately sent to tho House where its passage 
is conceded. 
In the House a resolution was adopted 
ordering an investigation of the State 
house plumbing. 
It is said tho work is 
very defective. 
Mr. Reynolds introduced 
a bill prohibiting the teaching of German 
in the public schools.

The statistics are not all prepared for the 
crop report of the lioaijd, but from the ta­ 
bles as far as completed it is ascertained 
that the average yield per acre is thirty- 
nine bushels. 
Greene county reports the 
largest average yield, fifty-nine bushels to 
tho acre, aud the yield of fifteen bushels 
per acre in Jefferson county is the smallest.

N ORDINANCE to am end an ordirar.ee en­ 
title d "An ordinance prescribing the fire 
lim its of the city, and th e constiuctic.n of 
buildings therein,” being No. 45. 
The Mayor and Common Council of the City of 
Janesville do ordain as follows : 
(Section I). Section 2 of an ordinance en ti­ 
tled an ‘‘ordinance prescribing the tire lim its 
cf the city, and the construction of buildings 
therein,” is hereby amended by striking out of 
said section, the words “ or other lire proof m a­ 
terials,” from the fifth line of said section as 
the same appears in the printed bock printed 
in 1882, contaiuing the charter and ordinances 
of said city, and by inserting the word “or” 
after the word “ stone” at th e end of the fourth 
line of said printed ordinance, and by inserting 
after the word “closed” at the end of the forty- 
first line of said section as so printed, the fol 
lowing; “ Any platfoim , 6tair, w alk, balcony or 
structure other than a building, any portion of 
which shall be more than tw elve feet from the 
ground, shall be either wholly made of. or 
wholly cover-d with, iron or some other fire 
proof m aterial,’' and by striking out all of 
said section 2 afier the word “provisions” in 
the forty fourth line of said section as so 
printed, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
follow ing: “ w ithin said tire lim its, except on 
Main street or M ilwaukee street by an athrm a 
tive vote of two*thi cs of all the alderm en of 
said city. Every application for such perm is­ 
sion shall be made in w riting, and shall specify 
the V ngth, breath and height of the proposed 
building tn e m aterials of which it is proposed 
to construct the same, the purposes for which 
said building i* to be used, and the distances 
in every ^direction lo the buildings nearest to 
the site of such proposed b u ild u ig .’- 
(Section 2). Section 3 of said ordinance No 
95 is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
"Section 3. No building >r part of building, or 
other structure, w ithin the fire lim its, which 
does not conform in its construction to the re 
quirem ents of this ordu ance, shall be raised, 
enlarged or removed to any other place w ithin 
sai-i lim its, nor shall any such building, or 
oth°r structure, be moved into the territory em­ 
braced in bald fire Halite, nor shall any such 
building or other stri cture ^within said lim its 
which may hereafter be dam aged to the extent 
of fifty per cent of the value thereof, be re 
aired or rebuilt, nor shall any such building 
or other structure after being damaged lets 
than fifty per cent of its value, be made higher 
or to occupy more space tban before such in­ 
jury 
The am ount or extent of any damage 
done to any building or other structure, w ithin 
said fire lim its may be determ ined by three 
disinterested iesidents of said city, to be ap­ 
pointed by the common c >uncil, oa ap p lica­ 
tion, and the decision of the three persons so 
chosen, or a m ajority of them , shall be report­ 
ed in w riting to the common council for its ac­ 
tion .” 
(Section 3). Section 4 of said ordinance No. 
95, is hereby am ended so as to read as follows: 
Section 4: * Any building, platform , walk, bal­ 
cony or other st rncture which shall be erect­ 
ed, enlarged, rem oved or repaired, or in process 
of erection, rem oval, enlargem ent or repair, 
contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall be deemed a nuisance; and the common 
council may, after reasonable notice in w riting 
to the owner, or his agent, to abate the same, 
by w ritten order require the city m arshal to 
raze such building or other structure to th e 
ground. I he m arshal shall fulfill the require­ 
ments of such order and report the expense 
thereof to the common council, aud the owner 
of such building or other structure, shall be 
liable to said city for such expense. 
(Section 4). Section 5 of said ordinance No. 
95 is hereby am ended by adding to said section 
the follow ing: ‘ And each day, during any part 
of which any building, platform , w alk, balcony 
or other structure, erected, moved, enlarged or 
repaired, or in process of election, rem oval, en­ 
largem ent or repair, in violation of th :s ordi­ 
nance, shall be m aintained, shall constitute 
and be deemed a separate violation of said or­ 
dinance. 
(Section 5). This ordinace shall take effect 
and Ie in force on and after its passage and 
publication.)

they do it, for nobody sits up at night.

is, however, pretty and shady enough to 
rest tired eyes. 
On either hand of High street, as tho 
wanderer saunters up, are buildings, some 
of them very’ old and some of them very 
much older. 
A pert new summer cottage 
hides one of these1, flaunting its modern 
prettiness in front of the bare stone walls 
of tile four-square, one-story little house 
that once was a custom house.

It was incorporated a city soon 
after that beginning, though not, as tradi­ 
tion has so persistently said, one day l>efore 
New York received her charter, and hav­ 
ing a land-locked harbor, such as it is, was 
authorized to collect custom. 
Tradition 
tells that trade was once brisk compara 
tively’ in Perth Amboy, and that oven as 
late as tho days when doughty Commodore 
Truxton sailed away and captured Gibbs, 
the last*of the pirates, there were ships 
that landed their cargoes at Perth Amboy, 
so that the customs officers there had things 
to do. 
Even later than that, when once, a 
half-century ago, port regulations in New 
York were vexatious, tho great importers 
used to br in ^ their ships through Raritan 
Bay instead of through the Narrows, and 
had their cargoes discharged at tho little 
city on ‘-Amo Point.” 
Thus came about a 
brief bustle which perplexed and awoke tho 
people of the sleepy burgh, but it was soon 
over, and they sank back to their slumbers. 
There are still living sad old sea dogs who 
congregate o’ nights in certain notable 
hostelries 
along 
tho 
water 
front of 
the 
town, 
and 
who, 
being 
stayed 
with 
flagons, 
will 
reel 
off 
yarns 
of that brisk period that inako tho gentle- 
hearted grieve. 
They tell how in those ex 
citing days immigrant ships as well as East 
Iudiamen used to corno to tho Perth Amboy 
docks, and that they were bravo days for 
the boatmen. 
The poor immigrants would 
embark on small boats for New York, and 
tho skippers would take them up toward 
tho Kills, and land them on some lonesome 
spot, telling them that was New York. 
So 
they made double trips and earned double 
money. 
These and other tales of shame 
arc standard jokes which will doubtless bo 
chuckled over for a hundred years to come. 
But this is not tho pleasant side of tho pic­ 
ture. 
The saunterer will stroll through tho 
park, where once a market house stood, 
and on through High stieet, past such 
houses as tho Watson house, which has no 
special history—past bravo old mansions 
and quaint cottages, till he reaches a grove 
which covers a gentle knoll on the right. 
I t is the spacious grounds of tho old gov­ 
ernmental mansion a century and a quarter 


Franklin, who was a son or Benjamin 
Franklin, was tho occupant, and had a 
most unhappy time. 
Ho was a thorough 
L valid, and stuck to his colors until Gen. 
Hugh Mercer woo ped down with his flying 
brigade and arrested him in his upstairs 
room iii this house. 
He was taken away 
to Earlington and Perth Amboy knew him 
no more. 
Then the house was the British 
headquarters. 
Then after the war it was 
partially burnt. 
Then it was -rebuilt and 
made a hotel. 
Just before the war of 1812 
It was a place of fashionable resort. 
Then 
ii was bought by Matthias Bruen, inherited 
by Dr. Alexander M. Bruen, and by him 
given of the Board of Relief of the Presby­ 
terian « bu rah in 18s3. 
For fifty years it is 
lo I e a homo for disabled Presbyterian 
clergymen and their families, and then the 
Hoard ma) do what they like with it. 
It 
is a palatial homo, and tho beauty of its 
location is wonderful. 
At the southern extremity of High street 
is almost tho only evidence of modern 
change to bo seen in tho older part of tho 
city. 
It is a busy mill that has been built 
on the site of tho Long Ferry tavern, 
which was in its day a house of ‘‘refresh­ 
ment for man and boast” for all who stop­ 
ped over a night on the long journey from 
Philadelphia to New York. 
Prior to tho 
Revolutionary war it was, according to tho 
chronicles of the times, ‘‘the customary re­ 
sort of the gentlemen of the town.” 
The antiquary having button-holod tho 
rambler by this time will drag him around 
to bt. Peter’s church and make him heart­ 
sick with groat chunks of farts. 
Ho will 
tell how tho church was organized in 1635, 
whoa thoro were only fourteen houses in 
tho town. 
Then Queen Anno gavo it a 
magnificent silver communion service and 
some ship captain gavo it a bell. 
Both 
these gifts are still iii use. 
Then in 1721 
a church edifice was built, which was re­ 
placed in 1853 by the olio now standing. It 
was remarkable that tho first oho stood so 
long, for in 
tho revolution 
a 
brisk 
arti.lery engagement went on 
between 
two British brigs 
in tho 
bay and a 
party of Continentals in an earthwork 
I ehind tho church, in which the church 
was hit by one cannon-ball and another 
one broke a tombstone in tho yard. 
Then 
tile British occupied the town, and used the 
church for a stable. 
The new’ church, as 
tho picture shows, is a graceful building, 
well covered with ivy. 
Down by tho shore 
b -yond the church is a handsome row of 
residences, from tho porch of one of which 
one may latch a view of tho buy. 
It was 
in this house that Aaron Burr found a 
hiding place for several days after his duel 
with Alexander Hamilton, and the chair in 
which ho int on th : porch is still thoro. 
Jerome Bonaparte was a guest iii the same 
house on the day that Napoleon was exiled 
to Et. Helena; and among the family treas­ 
ures is a gift he made to his host of an ex­ 
quisite painting on copper by some un­ 
known old master. 
Further up tho shore 
is tho famous old Parker ( astlo. 
Not oven 
the family know how old is tho stone part 
tho rear, but tho wooden addition, which 
i* tho higher portion of the building, is 
more than a hundred years old. 
Such is tho sleepy old city. 
Buried 
un ler traditions of a bustling past, it 
seems to be lost in reverie, yet here and 
there are signs of change, ana the visible 
premonitions of a new Perth Amboy. 
< hi tho west and south of tho old city are 
rising blocks of {cheap houses and cheaper 
tenements, packed with tho foreigners who 
are employed upon the coal wharves, and in 
the pottery works or other manufactories 
of tile neighborhood. 
Into three old-fash­

foreign labor has not yet penetrated, and 
these remain as distinctively American as 
they were fifty years ago.

fisherman, the “clammer,” and tho oyster­ 
man. 
Tho fisherman is tho same lazy fel­ 
low as in tho days of Izaak Walton. 
At 
(Kid intervals he goes out an I reaps a rich 
harvest from tho tinny tribes with which 
tho New York Lower Bay abounds, for 
there are but few better places for the 
sportsman than the waters around Perth 
Amboy. 
Tho “clammer” is not so much of ail 
aristocrat as tho fisherman and the oyster­ 
m an—the gain* are smaller, and he has no 
remunerative customers. 
Many who are 
poor may lie scon at low tit lo treading for 
clams or gathering up tho sharp bivalves 
which their bare soles have discovered be­ 
neath the water and tho subjacent oozy 
sand. 
Most of thorn ply their trade in ugly 
but sea worthy boats, and can bo found 
early and late over the few* shoals, from 
which their particular mollusk is p -reeptibly 
disappearing, for clamming at Perth Amboy 
is becoming a lost art. 
The oysterman is tho marine aristocrat 
of Perth Amboy. 
Tho insecurity which 
once marked his business has been cured by 
law, so that he holds his subaqueous terri­ 
tory as a feudal lord paramount (lid his 
lands and demesnes. 
From Perth Amboy 
in every direction stretch away long lines 
of poles, whoso tops, just projecting above 
the waves, convert Raritan Ray and New 
York Lower Pay into a veritable checker 
board. 
Each square or series of s j nares 
represents some oyster field below, where 
the famous bivalves are cultivated as care­ 
fully as tho vegetables in some market gar­ 
den. 
Hero tho oysterman plants, shifts, 
harvests and slowly transmutes the mollusk 
into cash. 
Nearly all of the oystermen aro 
comfortably off, and the m ajority own the 
little houses they occupy. 
They are, as a 
class, industrious, 
unambitious and igno­ 
rant of passing events.

I HE SPECIAL COUNCIL COMMITTEE CONSID­ 


ER SEVERAL CHANGES IN THE 
ORGANIC 


LAW. 
The special committee appointed by 
*he common council for the purpose of 
preparing amendments to the city char 
ter, held their first meeting last evening 
in the law office of Mesere. Dee & Suth­ 
erland. 
The ccmmiitee is composed of 
City Attorney J . B. Dee, J r., Chief En­ 
gineer Henry Blunk, Aldermen Chas. 
Horn and Sut'on Norris. 
The committee first considered 
tho 
clienges in the charter made necessary 
by the re-organization of the fire depart­ 
ment, and will recommend that hereafter 
the mayor appoint the chief engmee 
the council to confirm the appointing 
the chief so appointed to appoint all h 
subordinates. 
The committee also considered propo 
siticns to amend tim charter in relation 
to 
building sidewalks, but 
took no 
definite action, it being the desire of the 
city attorney to consult with Mayor 
Winans 
before 
formulating 
these 
changes. 
Other matters were talked over, but no 
conclusions reached, 
The repeal of the act incorporating the 
fire department, was discussed, and the 
suggestion was made that the amend­ 
ment be fixed so that in the event of a 
surplus, or that the lire police should 
fail to comply with the terms of the pro­ 
posed amendment, the funds should be 
placed in the city treasury to the credit 
of the fire department fund. 
City Attorney Doe intends to put these 
propositions in form and report the same 
to the common council at its next meet* 
meeting, when they will undoubtedly be 
adopted. 


Supervisor S: T . Meml's reasons for 
his resolution on lotteries voted npon in 
the county board were given by Mr. 
Merrill in a letter to the Beloit Free Priss 
of last evening. 
He saje: The resolu­ 
tion looking to the enforcement of the 
law against lotteries introduced by me at 
the late meeting of the board of county 
supervisors was lost, not “adopted” as 
stated in your issue of Saturday. 
A few words in regard to the Louisiana 
State Lottery at which the resolution was 
aimed, will show whence came the inspir­ 
ation for the resolution. 
The price of the tickets annually is­ 
sued by this lottery, 1,200,000 in number* 
amounts to 828,000,000; for ten ordinary 
monthly drawings, two millions each, 
and for two grand drawings four millions 
each. 
The owner, or the principal m e, is 
John A. Morris, who is now, or wag re­ 
cently, living at Throgg’s Neck, Long 
Island, New York, where it may be he is 
riding, these pleasant days, after Us- 
monde, the 885,000 horse rtcently pur­ 
chased in England. If not there be i* 
probably in some of the other estab­ 
lishments owned ty him in different 
parts 
of 
tho 
country—thirteen 
in 
all, I was told by a resident, now of New 
Orleans, but formerly of 
Wisconsin. 
Possibly, however, he may be now in 
the CreEcent City attending to the draw­ 
ing that took place on the 15th mat.,and 
paying out a little of the ill-gotten gains 
received from his dupes in Wisconsin 
and elsewhere. If he hss already bad 
his 
annual month’s 
sport shooting 
opEFum, deer, bears, and other wild ani­ 
mals, he will probably have another bill 
of 810,000 to pay for the services of a 
medical attendant, needed to 
apply 
court plaster to any scratch he might 
receive from tbs ten baroed-wire fence 
that encloses his 4,COO acre hunting park 
about 90 miles from New Orleans. 
It w juld be stretching tbetruthto say 
that John A. Morris is a benevolent man, 
though be makes large donations for be­ 
nevolent purposes. 
The charity hospital at New Orleans 
receives from him annually t840,000. 
About a year ago he purchased and do­ 
nated to the Woman’s Exchange a 830,- 
0C0 mansion. But in these and in all 
bis contributions to public institutions, 
to the Mardi-Gras nonsense, etc., etc , 
he has a purpose. The goose ktbat lays 
his golden egg must not be stepped on 
aud killed. 
The franchise of this nefarious scheme 
that is increasing pauperism, insanity 
and suicides, expires by limitation of the 
state constitution In 1895, and since it 
takes about five years to amend the con­ 
stitution, wires are already being laid for 
that purpose. 
Will the franchise be renewed? "It 
probably will,” was the uniform answer 
to my inquiry,for John A. Morris oan 
afford to spend millions of dollars, one 
party said fifty millions, to secure his 
end. 
Why do the generals, Beauregard and 
Early, who, I suppose, are hold in esteem 
by you southern people, lend 
their 
names aud influence to this scheme 
which you say “is a scab” on the reputa­ 
tion cf New Orleans? I asked a bank 
president. “They are poor men and re 
eel vc large salaries All they have to 
do is to pick up a couple of boys in the 
street and spend a half day in each 
month superintending the drawing to see 
that the boys take out from the whtel 
as many numbers as there are on zee to 
be drawn,” was the reply. 
810,000 is 
good pay for 12 hours work. 
From information obtained through 
the . express offices and postoffices of 
Janesville and Beloit, I am led to be 
lieve that not lees than 810,000 is an­ 
nually sent from Rock county to New 
Orleans for the purchase 
of lottery 
tickets. 
The resolution to enforce the law 
against lotteries and gambling was in­ 
troduced to check m some measure the 
drain from the pockets of a class that 
oannot afford to throw away money. 
The resolution was opposed mainly on 
the ground that the law could not be en­ 
forced—that churches using “grab bags" 
aud a* fling articles by tickets were vio­ 
lating the law as well as those who buy, 
sell or advertise theLdbieiana tickets; so 
by vote for indefinite postponement the 
resolution was lost. 
Notwithstanding the district attorney 
is ready to enforce the law whenever auy 
person will make complaint.

From the W isconsin Stat j Jo u rn al. 
Hon. Paul Crandall, one of Wiscon 
Bin’s distinguished pioneers, dosed his 
earthly reoord at Salem, Oregon, o d the 
7th of the present month. 
[The intelli- I 
gence of his death comes through a pri- J 
late letter to the treasurer of Rock1 
county, Mr. Burdick, who we believe is a 
relative of Mr. Crandall, the substance 
of the letter appearing in the Janesville 
Gazette of Tuesday. 
1 
Mr. Crandall wis a native of Connecti­ 
cut, born in 1802, and oame to Wisconsin 
in 1842. He settled in the town of Lima, 
Rock county, aud 
at once became 
one of the leading citizens of that county 
in all matters of public interest. 
In 
1847 he was chosen by his county as one 
of the members cf the convention to 
frame the present constitution of Wis­ 
consin. 
Though he was not one of the 
demonstrative members ot that body, bis 
excellent native sense and sound judg­ 
ment made him a most valuable counse­ 
lor, and his advice was always sought by 
his fellow members whenever any im 
portant or intricate queetiuu was raised 
in the convention. In h.s personal traits 
Le was frank, open-hearted and candid 
uniformly treating his intimate friends 
with respect and consideration, and he 
alwajs won tte unreserved esteem of all 
his associates. His knowledge of public 
affairs and his nice discrimination of the 
effect of public measures, bis moderation 
aid deliberative intellectual qualities 
were most invaluable equipments in the 
work of flaming the fundamental law 
of a state, and his work id that direction 
was intelligently, faithfully and con­ 
scientiously performed. At the second 
annual session of the legislature of which 
he bad been one of the instruments Of 
instituting he was chosen a member,and 
his doings in that body were character­ 
ized by the same practical ideas, sound 
sense and correct judgment which held 
him in so good stead in the constitu­ 
tional convention. The surviving mem­ 
bers of that distinguished body which 
set the wheels of cur statehood in mo­ 
tion are gradually lessening in number, 
aud even now they fotm a very select 
cotere. 
No one of the nnmber whose 
death has been recorded will be more 
sincerely lamented by all who knew bim 
than Paul Crandall. 
A wise and good 
man has been called to bis everlasting 
rest.
